HE Soeial-Deimx'ratic party is to the workingman politiiaHy 
what tlie trade union i.s to liim indu.-*lrially; llic former i* 
the party of his class, while the latter is the union of his 
trade. 

The difference lietween them i.s that while the trade iiuiou 
is confined to the trade, the Soeial-lKuno-ratic party embraces the en- 
tin’ working cln.ss, and while the union is limited to bettering (nuu'i- 
tions under the wage sy.stein, the party is organiz4*d to cmmjiier the 
|>olitical power of the nation. wif>e out the wage sy.^lcm and make the 
workers themselves the masters of the ejirlli. 

To do its part in the class struggle tlic trade> union need no more 
go into fK)Iitics tlian the Smoal-DcnuHTatic parly nj'cil go into llie 
trades. Each has its place and function. 

The union ia educating the worker** in the management of indua- 
trial activities and fitting them forc<w)|MTative control and democratic 
regulation of ihi-ir tradis.—tlie party i** n*cruiting and training and 
drilling the political army that-is to connuer the capitali:*f forci*s on 
the political battlefield, and. having control of'the machinery of gov¬ 
ernment, use it to trun.'sfer the induslric'* from the eQ})itali.<its to the 
workers, from the parasites to the people. 

Both sides are organizen] in this struggle, the capitalis'.s. however, 
far more tlioroughly than the worker.-*. In the first place the capital¬ 
ists are, comparatively, few in number, while the workers number many 
millions. Next, the capitalists are men of financial means and re- 
sour(*es. and can imv the best bruins and eonirnand the liighe.st order of 
ability the market affonls. Then again, they own the earth and the 
mills ami mines and loeoiiiotives and ships and .stores and the joh.s that 
are attached to them, and tliU not only give.« them tremendous ad¬ 
vantage in the struggle, but makes them for the time the absolute 
masters of the situation. 

The workers, on the other hand, are poor as a rule, and ignorant 
as a class, but they are in an overwlielniing majority. In a word, 
they have the power, but are not con.seiou.s of it. This then tho 
supreme demand: To make tliem conscious of the miwer of their class, 
or class-conscious workingmen. 

Tlie working class alone does the world’s work, has creatoil its 
capital, produced its wealth, constructed its niill.s and factories, dug its 
canals, made its roadbets, laid its rails and operates its trains, span¬ 
ned the rivers with bridges and tunnelled the mountains, delved for 
the j)nH i()us stones that glitter upon tlie bosom of vulgar idleries.s and 
re.ired the inoje tic palaces that shelter insolent parasites.
